Election/Restrictions 



1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 21-78, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition and uses thereof wherein the 
composition is comprised of: 

(i) an LH-RH peptide analogue; 

(ii) an alpha-cyclodextrin or derivative; and 

(iii) antiestrogen, antiandrogen, aromatic inhibitor, Salpha-reductase inhibitor or a Cn-20 

lyase inhibitor. 

In Group I, the component (i) is drawn to multiple LH-RH peptide analogues which lack 
unity wherein the pharmaceutical composition for each analogue shares a technical feature of the 
alpha-cycldextrin of item (ii) which is known in the art (Agerholm et aL, 1994, J. of 
Pharmaceutical Sciences, Vol. 83, No. 12: 1706-171 1, see page 1706), and thus, the 
pharmaceutical compositions for each analogue lack unity. The Applicants W£ feelect one LH- 
RH analogue.
